EW York has just acclaimed a great star, a new hit, and a brilliant director. Three 

weeks ago our Playhouse audiences had the rare privilege of seeing the premiere of 
this beautiful production of Henrik Ibsen’s “Lady from the Sea,” starring Luise Rainer, 
directed by Sam Wanamaker.

OUR NEW CAPE COD HOSPITAL 


DREAM of many years has come true after five years of hard work by devoted 
friends, and through the generous aid of the entire Cape Cod community. Which is 
to say, the new Cape Cod Hospital in Hyannis is now functioning. During the past 
month the move from the old, overcrowded and outworn frame building, to a new brick 


fireproof structure has been made. By autumn, according to Joshua A. Nickerson, of 
Chatham, president, all of the facilities of the new plant will be in use. 


In a very real sense the Cape Cod Hospital is a community hospital, serving all of 
the communities along the peninsula, whcse people, year around and summer residents 
alike, built, sponsor and support it. It is the only general hospital on Cape Cod, a volun-. 
tary, non-profit hospital operated by a board of trustees drawing members from al] the 
Cape towns. 


From small beginnings thirty years ago, our hospital has now progressed to its splen- 
did new plant, with normal capacity of 105 beds and 28 bassinets. The vital role it fills 
in providing hospital care for the Cape’s ill and injured may be indicated by the fact 
that last year more than 3,000 regular patients and 17,421 outpatients, a total of 10,421 
men, women and children were here treated. 


Like all voluntary, non-profit and non-tax supported hospitals, the Cape Cod Hos- 
pital supplies more in the way of services than patients pay for, and therefore must 
make an annual public appeal for aid to make up its operating deficit. This year’s ap- 
peal is for $40,000. Letters have gone out to friends of other years. The general public

INGING the two leading roles at The 
Cape Cod Music Circus this week in 
Sigmund Romberg’s ever popular operet- 
ta, “The Desert Song,” are two unique 
personalities whose respective voice ac- 


complishments follow interesting back- 


grounds. 


ARTHUR KENT, baritone, who won 
such favor for his appearance in “Song 
of Norway,” has the role of Pierre in this 
dazzling, red-blooded romance of myster- 
ious Morocco. He came out of Cornell 
University not so many years ago, his 
‘mind set on becoming a lawyer though 
his family hoped he would follow medi- 
cine. Music; which he studied for relax- 
ation, won out as a career only after his 
serious consideration of becoming a doc- 
tor or a lawyer. After concentrated voice 
study he won his first laurels in the field 
of oratorio with the New York Oratorio 
Society. He is a native New Yorker, 

Mr. Kent’s “basic training” was in opera 
at Atlantic City’s Steel Pier. From opera 
he gained recognition as recitalist and 
soloist with the NBC Symphony Orches- 
tra and the Cleveland Messiah Chorus. 
After three successive seasons, with the St. 
Louis Opera Company, Mr. Kent joined 
the Metropolitan Opera’s roster of world- 
famed singers. World War II came and 
he was the first Metropolitan artist to en- 
list in the United States Army. 

As Major Kent. he was assigned to 
duties which permitted continuation of 
his singing. An important part of Wash- 
ington’s musical life, he sang with the 
National Symphony orchestra, Washing- 
ton Choral Society and appeared as solo- 
ist several times at “The President’s 
Church.” He sang twice at the White 
House for Thanksgiving services and for 
the late President Roosevelt’s funeral. 

Following a post-war tour of Canada, 
he took over the lead in the Broadway 
production of “Song of Norway” and later 
set out on a concert tour which included

HE hundreds of people who call Den- 

nis 210 each summer and hear, “Cape 
Playhouse,” recognize the friendly voice 
of Gretchen Long in the business office. 
For seven years as the Executive Secre- 
tary, she has kept her finger on the 
thousand details that have to be cleared 
through the Playhouse office. If someone 
wants to know where to get a certain kind 
of hardware, how many miles it is to Pro- 
vincetown, what time the plane leaves for 
Boston, who produced a certain play in 
New York and when, or the telephone 
number of Sardi’s, they ask Gretchen.

sional people. Gretchen was born in 
Puerto Rico, where her grandfather was. 
general manager of one of the biggest 
sugar companies and her father was audi- 
tor. She was educated there and in Haiti, 
where they moved with the sugar indus- 
try, and finally at the Academy of St. 





Elizabeth in. New Jersey, and St. Elizabeth 
College. After a variety of secretarial jobs 
with everything from a linen firm to a 
maker of electric guitars, Gretchen de- 
cided she was not made for humdrum 
routine. 

An employment agent sent her to a the- 
atrical producing firm, the American 
Lyric Theatre. Richard Aldrich, business 
manager, interviewed her and she had the 
job. Completely* unfamiliar with the in- 
tracacies of Broadway, she learned fast, 
working with such productions as ‘“Susan- 
na, Don’t You Cry” and “The Devil and 
Daniel Webster.” A _ perfectionist, Gret- 
chen found that lack of humdrum could 
mean working from 7:30 a.m. to midnight. 
When the company closed in the spring, 
she came to Dennis with Mr. Aldrich. 

Since 1940, she has commuted between 
Dennis and New York, working for Mr. 
Aldrich with Theatre Incorporated, Ald- 
rich & Myers, and the Cape Playhouse. 
When. you see a determined young lady 
with very red hair walking from Good-

OSS Hart is the ideal author for “Light 

Up the Sky.” Only someone who has 
spent his life in the theatre in just about 
every capacity could compose a frolic 
about theatre folk, their greatness and 
their foibles, with the enthusiasm and 
satiric humor that Moss Hart has given 
us in “Light Up the Sky.” And who but a 
playwright could know the birth pangs 
of a tryout so well? The thing that keeps 
“Light Up the Sky” from being cruel is 
his sense of humor—the basis of his work. 
It is his great skill of transposing this 
keen sense of satire into theatrical form 
that makes Moss Hart a delight in the 
theatre. 

“Lady in the Dark” was a tremendous 
success with Gertrude Lawrence as the 
fabulous Liza Elliott, and a perfect union 
of music by Kurt Weill, lyrics by Ira 
Gershwin, and book by Moss Hart. It 
was the sensation of the season, a personal 
triumph for Gertrude Lawrence; and the- 
atregoers are still in love with the glam- 
orous “Lady in the Dark.” 

During the war, Moss Hart wrote and 
staged the extravaganza of the Air Force, 
“Winged Victory,” a notable contribution 
to the theatre season and a great boost 
to the war. effort. 

Moss Hart’s association with George S. 
Kaufman met with phenominal success 
with such plays as “Once in a Lifetime,” 
“You Can’t Take It With You,”: “Merrily 
We Roll Along,” “I’d Rather Be Right,” 
“The Fabulous Invalid,’ and “The Man 
Who Came to Dinner” The latter ful- 
filed Moss Hart’s ambition to act. In 
1941 he played the outrageous Sheridan 
Whitesides at the Cape Playhouse, and 
since then has played his dubious hero 
at other strawhatters, recently with his 
wife, Kitty Carlisle. On the stage Moss 
Hart is in as rare form as at the type- 
writer. 

Recently Moss Hart has been contribut- 
ing his talents to television, raising a fam- 
ily, and there are rumors that he’s hard 
at work on a new play.

eke Sidney is making a long over- 
due return to the Playhouse next week 
as the star of the recent Broadway com- 
edy hit, “Goodbye, My Fancy.” Miss Sid- 
ney last played here in the title role of 
“Jane Eyre” in 1942, and the production 
was so successful that she decided on a 
national tour of the play the following 
season. 

However, she has not stayed away from 
the Cape all this time. Last summer she 
played at Falmouth Playhouse in “The 
Two Mrs. Carrolls,” and her fine dramatic 
performance in that thriller is well- 
remembered by Coonamessett playgoers. 

Few stars have had as: phenomenally 
successful career on both stage and screen 
as Sylvia Sidney. After scores of such 
film hits as “An American Tragedy,” 
“Street Scene,” “Ladies of the Big House,” 
“Jennie Gerhardt,” “Fury,” and “Dead 
End,’ Miss Sidney felt that she was be- 
ing typed as the ‘bad girl’ of all time and 
left Hollywood for one of her periodic 
sojourns on Broadway. After “To Quito 
and Back” for the Theatre Guild and 
“The Gentle People” for the Group The- 
atre, she made one more picture, “The 
Wagons Roll at. Night.” 

After touring the country in “Angel 
Street” and “Jane Eyre,” Hollywood coax- 
ed her back to make “Blood on the Sun,” 
and at long last she had her chance to 


-dress up and look the glamour star that 


she is. Most recently she has toured in 
“O Mistress Mine” with John Loder and 
this spring in “Anne of the Thousand 
Days.” The new glamorous Sylvia Sid- 
ney, however, will probably continue to 
shuttle between Hollywood and New 
York, making both theatre-goers and 
movie fans very happy. 

When Aldrich & Myers opened “Good- 
bye, My Fancy” on Broadway, Brooks 
Atkinson of the New York Times declared 
there was “a happy situation on Broad- 
way.”

The Freedom 
Train which toured the country two years ago carried a letter that the real Deborah 
wrote to President Washington, asking for her veteran’s pension.

most of the 48 states, five Canadian prov- 
inces and Newfoundland. It was during 
that time that his tour brought him to 
Hyannis where members of the Cape Cod 
Concert Association heard him for the 
first time.
